direct and coruinjient, whether contiaoted by 
virtue of one or more nets of the General As- 
sembly, or nt different periods of time, sh.ill 
nevec exceed seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and the money arising from the crea- 
tion of such debts shall be applied to the pur- 
pose for which it w.is obtained, or to repay the 
debts so contracted, and to no other purpose 
whatever. 


SKC. 2. In addition to the nbove limited 


power the Stnte mny contract debts to repel

State in wir, or to redeem the present out- 
standing indebtedness of the State: but the 
money arising from the contracting of such 
debts, shall be applied to the purpose for which 
it was nised, or to repay auch debts, nnd to 
no other purpose whute\er. 


Seo. 3. Except the debts nbove specified, in 


sections one ivnd two of this article, no debt 
whatever shall be created by, or on behalf of 
the Stnti. 


SFC. -1. To provide for the payment of tho 


present debt, nnd any additional debt contract 
ed ns aforesaid, the legislature shall,nt its first 
e-'ssion, after the uiloption of this amendment, 
create a sinking fund, which shall be sufficient 
io pay the accruing interest on such debt, nnd 
annually to i educe the principal thereof by a 
sum not less than two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand doll.irs; which sinking fund shnll coniist 
of ttie net annual income of the public works, 
from time to time, owned by the State, or the 
proceeds of the bule of the same, or »ny part 
tiicieof. and of the income or piocceds of sale 
of stocks owned by the State, together with 
other funds, or resourcs, that may be desig- 
nated by Iftw. 
The said sinking fund rvmy be 


increased, from time to time, by nssiemng to 
it any part of tbe tnxes, or other revenues of 
the State, not required for the ordinary nmt 
current expenses of government, and unless in 
case of wnr, invasion or insurrection, no part 
of the said sinking fund shall be used or np- 
plied otherwise than in extinguishment of the

SEC. 5. The credit of the Commonwealth 


shall not in any manner, or event, be pledged, 
or loaned 'to any individual, company, corpo- 
ration, or association ; nor shall the Common- 
wealth hereafter become n joint owner, or 
stockholder, in any ccmpuny, association, or 
corporation. 


Si:c. 6. The Commonwealth shall not assume 


the debt, or ftny pnrt thereof, of any county, 
c:ty, borough, or township, or of any corpora- 
lion. or association ; unless such debt shall 
have been contracted to enable the State to 
repel invasion, suppress domestic insurrection, 
defend itself in time of war, or to nssist the 
State in the discharge of any portion of its 
present indebtedness. 


SKC. 7. The Legislature shall not authorize 


any county, city, borough, township, nr incor- 
porated district, by virtue of a vote of its ci!i- 
zens, or otherwise, to become n stockholder in 
any company, association, or corporation ; or 
to obtain money for, or loan its credit to, an?
